Any- 
cne on the streets and in the homes of Richmond yesterday had a 
vivid example of this. The whole subject of conversation yester- 
day was the execution of “‘tuffy’’ Reid at San Quentin, and the dis- 
cussion of other famous crimes and criminals to which this subject 
led. Nothing will arouse so much conversation as a local crime, 
or a distant crime that stirs up deep seated human instincts and 
fears. - 

Perhaps it should jot be so, but it is so. And whatever may 
be the ideal newspaper policy, no newspaper has yet succeeded by

‘There cannot be a crimeless paper for general readers—for 
cross-sections of society—until society stops committing crimes 
or refuses to read or talk about crimes. While crime exists, per- 
haps it is not only the inevitable policy but: the wisest and bravest 
policy to face it frankly, report it clearly and let society know every 
day what has yet to be overcome in its struggle toward perfection. 


JUNIOR HIGH JOURNALISTS 


| An educator has recently made a study of the “composition in- 
terests of junior high school pupils’’ as revealed in their school pub- 


papers in some states are taking an active interest in them. Here 
are some of the things the educator discovered: 

‘ay. Wholesomeness of mind and high moral tone; simple style and 
mechanical correctness; variety of interests. 

In relative importance, the chief place is assigned to school 
mews; next, verse; third, jokes; fourth class news; fifth’ stories;

It 
doesn’t seem necessary for children of high school or junior high 
school rank to be writing world-saving articles on civics and politics, 
although if these subjects are interestingly taught in school and 
adapted to the age and ability of the pupils the latter will show 
an amazing amount of interest in them.
